MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


There  are  four  private  slaughterhouses  which  are  licensed  by  the  Council. 
One  slaughterhouse  is  being  used  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  sale 
outside  the  area  in  addition  to  local  trade. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  was  13,  6^7  as  compared 
v/ith  12,  463  in  1965  and  13,666  in  1964.  One  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety 
one  visits  were  made  for  meat  inspection  purposes  including  regular  Saturday 
visits. 

The  income  for  the  year  from  meat  inspection  charges  amounted  to 
£591.  8s.  6d, 

There  are  8  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  district.

The  Council’s  tips  were  kept  under  constant 
supervision  and  minor  infestations  dealt  with  on  several  occasions. 

’’Warfarin''  has  been  used  to  treat  all  the  infestations  during  I966, 
This  poison  gives  very  good  results  and  the  technique  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  followed.
